There he was shown to the prop­ 
er section by Dr. Carl Hlawatsch, 
of the museum stuff. 
The one cross-section is much 
larger than the other, he reports. 
Both are thickly fleck**! with dif­ 
ferent colors and shades. 
Each 
has 
several 
cracks 
running 
through it. 
They are also m ar­ 
red from some discoloration due 
to low temperature and damp­ 
ness during tho war period when 
coal was not obtainable and the 
museum was without heat. 
Dur­ 
ing that period m any specimens 
in different parts of the museum 
were lost for the same reason. 
They are now being duplicated 
as fast as possible.

Doctor Hlawatsch declared that 
this 
is 
the 
most 
interesting 
meteorite he has seen, since it 
contains so many different ele­ 
ments. 
Found In 1887 
The meteorite was found in the 
autumn of 1^87 by Jacob Snyder 
on his farm one mile north of 
Two 
Taverns, 
while 
planting 
fruit trees. 
He had dug a hole 
and found in the bottom a stub­ 
born hard stone. 
Some assist­ 
ance was necessary to remove it. 
It was first identified as a mete­ 
orite by D. C. Rudisill, who was 
at that time teaching at Pleasant 
Grove school, between Two Tav­ 
erns and Littlestown. 
The fact 
that it contained nickel in combi­ 
nation with iron was the basis of 
identification. 
The 
chemical 
analysis was made at the Get­ 
tysburg College laboratories. This 
meteorite is said to be th£ largest 
ever found east of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
The discovery of this mass of 
meteoric iron attracted consider­ 
able attention at the time. 
Sev­ 
eral souvenirs were made from 
it by J. J. Epley, of Tw'o Tav­ 
ern®, and several pieces from the 
mass are still in the hands of 
Mr. Rudisill. 
The find was sold 
by Mr. Snyder, with the reserva­ 
tion of a good sized piece. Later 
that piece was also let go. 
And 
now a portion of the Mount Joy 
township discovery is an object 
of interest in one of the most 
famous old world capitals.
